You Cant Build Paris by 
Buying Things in Dallas 


( Editorials) 


Recently a St. Louis concern came into Paris and took quarters 
at a hotel, where was displayed a line >f shoes for the retail trade— 
not for th «1 merchants to look over and select a stock from, but for 
direct sale to consumers. 
* There was circular solicitation and a number of people called. 
Not a great many, it is true; but the promise of “bargains" induced 
some visitors. 
It appealed that some of those who called were intent 
not only upon the “bargains" hut that they wished to have credit 
extended. 
As a result, one Paris firm received six inquiries as to the 
credit standing of certain prospective customers who had asked that 
shoes be shipped them from St. Louis— payment to be made later. 
There are citizens of Paris who make shopping trips to Dallas, 
for instance; and when they return they display their "wonderful 
bargains." 
As a m atter of fact, the Paris firms carry just as good 
stuff and sell it at prices which ate just as reasonable— and 111 many 
instances a bit under the Dallas mark. 
The St. Louis firm nor theSDallas firm pay one nickel toward the 
upkeep of Puris institutions, whether through taxes, donations or 
advertising. 
They contribute nothing toward the growth of this city 
in any manner. They spend not a thfn dime which finds its way here. 
The only satisfaction which inures to the customer of the Dallas 
store or the St. Louis peddler is the fact that the goods purchased 
were not bought in Paris but came from St. Louis or Dallas— a point 
of pride with some, apparently, for they boast of it. 
The St. Louis concern not only came into Paris seeking retail 
trade; hut later endeavored to obtain information which had cost the 
Paris firm real money to collect and which was, in its very nature, 
for the use of th at firm only. 
If the merchants of Paris did not mCet the quality or the price of 
St. Louis or Dallas retailers there might be some reason for extend­ 
ing patronage to these outsiders — but they do; and the only thing 
which the Pari« customers of these firms may boast is that they have 
refused to patronize home institutions and thus have detracted from 
the resources at the command of Paris for its upbuilding. 
We are intent here upon the building up of the city of Paris and 
the county of Lamar It must be a jnatter of co-operation and of u n it­ 
ed effort. 
We cannot build Paris and assist in building Dallas and 
St. Louis at the same time with any degree of success so far as Paris 
is concerned. 
It is, however, not only a matter of civic pride but a matter of 
dollars and cents; for in the end the goods purchased in Dallas and 
St. Louis cost the customer more and are no better than those which 
may be purchased in Paris— and the advertising columns of The 
Morning News, where the Paris prices are quoted, and those of the 
Dallas and St. Louis papers are offered in proof.
